OUR AMERICAN HERITAGE 


What is the chief problem facing us Americans in this new 
mid-century year? — 


We have just completed one of the most revolutionary 
half centuries in human history. We have lived through a re- 
volution in scientific and material development. 


But the greatest issue we have seen developing in the past 
fifty years has been, the sharpening struggle for men’s minds 
and souls — for freedom as we know it in America, as opposed 
to slavery under various forms of dictatorship. 


This is a year of decision for all Americans. We must re- 
solve today to take an active stand for democratic freedom, not 
just a passive restatement that we are “good Americans.’’ A 
positive determination to make our free way of life work to 
the fullest possible extent for the benefit of all of us. A resolve 
to prevent that indifference to the duties of good citizenship 
which has allowed dictatorships and slave states to spring up 
in many other lands. A resolve to be ‘‘active citizens’’ every 
day of the year by voting intelligently and honestly, by assum- 
ing our obligations to work for a better community, by study- 
ing issues carefully, by avoiding group prejudices, by con- 
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tantly practicing good citizenship. 


The American Heritage Foundation, which conducted the 
Freedom Train tour in 1947 and 1948 and which is now direct- 
ing a national program to raise the level of active citizenship 
through re-emphasizing the significance of our major national 
holidays, has proposed that we make. 1950 a ‘‘Year of Con- 
secration’’ to our American Heritage. It has suggested that 
each community hold a period of special events emphasizing 
our duties as good citizens, combined with a year-long educa- 
tional program for more-active citizenship. 

This all becomes a matter of individula responsibility Com- 
munities will make varying plans to support the program. But 
each one of us in, his own heart must earnestly resolve to be 
a better and more active citizen, to make this personally a 
‘“‘Year of Consecration” to our heritage of freedom. We will 

thus do our part to make sure that the next half century will 
see the growth of freedom throughout the world.

the fall of 1948 by Columbia Rec- 
The chief problem was that 
the 45, the long-playing, and the 
standard 78 rpm records all re- 
quired different phonographs, or 
‘a phoncgraph that could be ad- 
justed to different speeds. 

Last summer, an attempt was 
made to end the war by a com- 
promise under which all the rec- 
ord companies would manufacture 
records in all three speeds. Victor 
reportedly rejected the compro- 
mise and the war continued, with 
Victor spending millions to adver- 
tise its 45s.

The sweet fairy godmother 
turns out to be a fiuttery, middle- 
aged Billie Burke type. There’s 
a cat who's a villain and a hand- 
some prince who plants torrid 
kisses that the French author of 
Cinderella, Charles Perrault, ne- 
ver had in mind. 

“Pve been working on the mo- 
vie for six years,” says Disney. 
“There have been many versions 
of the Cinderclia story. I thought 


the usual Grimm taie was too 
sweet so I followed the Perrault 
original. 


“But the story is only an out- 
line. I had to fill it in and bring 
it more up-to-date. For example, 
there’s no reason in the fairy tale 
why the prince suddenly gave the 
ball. We have his father, the king, 
lonely «nd wanting his son to 
marry. He gives a party to get all 
the prospective brides together.” 

The fairy tale was penned 300 
years ago. Disney placed his story

Here's A Recipe 


For Dressing 


French dressing is a good old 
stand-by for salads. The basic 
recipe of one part acid to two or 
three parts oil can be dressed up 
in many ways. Home Advisor 
Allene M. Foote, cf the Univer- 
sity of California Agricultural 
Extension Service, suggests using 
different combinations of herbs 
to glamorize this basic mixture. 

For about %-cup of any French 
dressing, Mrs. Foote suggests one 
of the following combinaticns: 

2 teaspoons parsley, 1 teaspoon 
chives, and 2 sprigs of caraway. 

1 teaspoon chives, 2 sprigs of 
rose marie, 2 sprigs of thyme, 
and 2 sprigs of marjoram. 

2 teaspoons parsley, 12 teaspoon 
sage, and 4 sprigs of dill. 

14 teaspoon chives, 2 sprigs of 
marjoram, and 2 sprigs of thyme. 

1 teaspoon parsley, % teaspoon 
chives, and 4 sprigs of thyme. 

To use fresh herbs, cut them 
in small pieces, add them to the 
oil and acid, and stir or shake the 
dressing thoroughly just before 
serving.

Federal Reserve 
Area Reports 
‘Strong Position 


The Twelfth District economy 
at the end of 1949 is in a stronger 
position than had been generally 
expected carlier in the year, the 
Federal Reserve Bank of San 
| Francisco reported today in its 
business conditions. The district 
served by the bank. includes the 
states of California, Oregon, 
Washington, Idaho, Nevada, Utah 
and a portion of Arizona. 

While there has been no return 
in most cases to high 1948 levels, 
employment and other indicators 
of economie aciivity turned up- 
ward in the spring, following the 
business decline on a broad front 
which began in the latter part of 
1948. The bank pointed out, mor 
over, that in contrast with the end 
of 1948, there is little evidence at 
this year end of any significant 
weak*ning in Gemand. In _ fact, 
there are indications of s me im- 
provements in various lines. 

Employment, which turned up- 
ward in March, continued to rise 
at a moderate but sto.dy pace 
through September. The effects of 
several work stoypages and a sea- 
sonal decline in canning caus] 
a moderate drop in nonagricul- 
tural employment in October, with 
probably not much variation there- 
after in November and Decemb-«. 
Agricultural employment has fall- 
en off steadily since September. 

November employment in the 
District was only a little over 14 
per cent less than last year, but 
with growth of the labor force? 
through in-migration and natural 
increase, unemployment in No- 
vembr 1949 was about 40 per cent 
higher than in November 1/8. 
Although the number of jobless 
will grow as seasonal cutbacks 
in agricultural employment take 
place, accompanied by usual de- 
clincs in lumbering and food pro- 
cessing, it is not anticipated that 
this winter will be as severe as 
last, when unemployment doubled 
between November 1948 and Feb- 
ruary 1949.
